Longitude Is quits anoCber thing, I' 
being the distance between two plsee- 
on the earth's surface, expressed In 
fl egre o* . It Is baaed on the rotation 
of the earth on Its axis every 24 hours, 
causing meridians IS degrees apart— n 
nertdlan being a line betwee n the 
equntnr and the poles— to pass tinder 
n certnin fixed point In the uOOHins at 
one-hour Interrala, 

For determining longitude all chro- 
nometers used on American and Brit- 
ish ships nre set on the time of the 
meridian of Greenwich observatory, 
near I-ondnn. French ships figure 
from the merldlnn of Parts.

Prior to the perfection of the chro- 
nometer, the nimmim method of deter- 
mining longitude wns by "dend reckon- 
ing," Hint Is, estlmnting n ship's run 
dny by day, by mesa* of the leg, u de- 
vice for telling her speed by nietins of 
the rate nt which knots In n line, pnld ! 
out astern, with a wooden "log" at the 
end. -lipped over the rail In s given 
number of seconds. This wns uncer- 
tain, nnd bnffllng winds and foul 
weather msrle It entirely unreliable. 

Mnny fatal shipwrecks resulted from 
mlstnkes In estimating a ship's position 
by dead reckoning. England lost sev- 
eral of her best ships of war In the 
eighteenth century by their loslnr 
their hearings and crashing upon n 
rocky shore. One of Its bravest ad- . 
mlrnls. Sir Clondesley Shovel, lost hl.s 1 
life In n wreck caused In this way. 

The world owes much In navigation • 
to the Portuguese, as It wns l»rlnee I 
Henry the Nnvigntnr of thai nntlnn, 
who collnted all the ancient lore on ! 
the subject, in the fifteenth century, , 
nnd pointed the way to better mentis 
of determining latitude than by the an- | 
clent astrolabe and cross stnff. 

The sexfnut and chronometer were 
both of English origin, however, nnd 
were brought out within five years of 
each other, the sextant In 1731 and the 
chronometer — an Improved clock — In 
173ft. Modern navigation, such as so 
many Americana are atudylng today, 
may be said to date from the perfec- 
tion of these two Instruments.

Three Thing* Should Be Borne in Mind 
—Protein, ■ Little Fat and to 
Supply Succulence. 

The ration for the dry cow should 
he formulated with three things In 
mind, namely, to furnish a aufficlent 
■mount of protein to develop the fetn* 
properly and allow a surplus for the 
need* of the body of the cow ; to sup- 
ply enough carbohydrates that the cow 
may lay on ■ little fat ; and to supply 
auecnlence. Some kind of green feed 
ta very essential In the ration for the 
cow at all time*. It serves the pur- 
pose of maintaining the bowels In a 
loose condition, which la necessary to 
good digestion and assimilation of 
food.

EAT MORE POTATOES 

Increased Use Will Bring About 
Saving of Grain. 

Agricultural Department Suggests Tu- 
bers Be Given More Prominent 
Place In Lunchaone. 

Washington.— The eating of more 
potatoes for aupper. or for luncheon. 
If the family la aecuntomed to have din- 
ner at night, I* a suggestion of the 
United smies department of agricul- 
ture, In order that the tremendona crop 
of rubers produced In tha United 
States this year may be utilized as 
fully as possible and spollnge avoided. 
Such Increased use should, at the same 
time, bring about a aavlng of grain, 
since one comtuoo reault of eating 
more potntoes Is the eating of less 
wheat breud, which la a reasonable 
«uggestlon when one remember* thht 
both of them are used aa a source of 
starch In the dleL This reduction In 
grnln consumption Is desirnble. the de- 
partment points out. nnd there Is great 
need of grain for shipment to our sol- 
diers nnd to the soldiers and civilians 
of other countries engaged with us In 
th* war nu'iilnst Oermnny. 

The use of more |xirntoes for lunch- 
eon should he n simple mnlter. In the 
opinion of speelnlists of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, since practically 
all Americans like potatoes and slur* 
there are numerous ways in which the 
tubers may be prepared to avoid a 
>ninene8s In the diet. Potatoes, even 
in their simplest form*— linked nnd 
boiled — mnke good luncheon dishes. 
They may also be used for making u 
variety of rlishes, a *Bnch na cream.-. I 

ml c*rntlopod po_*Br>cs. with or with- 
out cheese; sti^K |K)luli»es, p<it:iu) 
croquettes. nm*9" ""■ Oombtontlot 
dishes, such as hash, stews, meat pie: 
with potato crust, and no ou, In which 
a considerable amount of potato la 
used with other foods, mny constitute 
practlcnlly an entire luncheon, being 
hearty enough to serve for the purpose 
with a little salnd or fruit or sweet*.

GOOD FEEDS FOR DAIRY COWS 



Thote Who Can Obtain Flth Meat 
Should Give It Consideration In 
Arranging Rations. 

(Prepared by the United Btatet Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Dairymen who can obtain Ash meal, 
a by-product of the fish cunnery. 
should give it consideration In making 
up the nations for their dairy cows. 
When used In a ration for milk pro- 
duction fish meal proved to be worth 
from 20 to 25 per cent mora than cot- 
tonseed meal and had no 111 effect 
upon the flavor of the milk, says the 
annual report at the bureau of animal 
Industry, United States department 
of agriculture. Potato siluge wa* 
found to be as palatable as corn sil- 
age and of equfl feeding value; pea- 
nut meil from unhulled nuts wits' In- 
ferior to cottonseed meal, and 128 
pounds of potato meal equaled 100 of

0 per cent of 
our men did not know what powers 
were at war, while lo this day 3 |ier 
cent nre Ignorant of the fact that wo 
are at war with Japan.
